Montgomery County Peo- 
ple’s Court Judge Jerome Kor- 
pek lias again revealed his 
penchant for making the pun- 
ishment fit the crime by re- 
q u i r i n g Christopher W. 
Webber, 21, editor of the un- 
derground Washington Free 
Press, to write an editorial up- 
holding respect for law and 
order. 

Korpek said Webber also 
must help Daryl Shaw, princi- 
pal of Walt Whittman High 
School in Bethesda, prepare 
a speech on the same subject 
to be delivered to a human re- 
lations study group at the 
school. ! 

I Korpek said that if Webber 
does not satisfy these require- 
ments, then he will convict 
him of trespassing at the high 
school. 

Webber was ejected from a 
meeting of the study group 
there Sept. 16 after he refused 
to obey no smoking signs. The 
judge said he wanted to give 
Webber a way to avoid a crim- 
inal record. 

Two other unusual sen- 
tences handed out recently by 
Korpek include four weekends 
in jail for a man convicted of 
drunken driving and a brief 
tour of picketing by a youth 
convicted of assaulting some- 
one he thought looked like a 
hippie. 

The picketing sentence took 
an unexpected violent turn 
when a soldier spotted the 
sign which said “I will not 
fight,” and slugged the youth. 
A probation officer broke up 
the ensuing tussle.
